ON JANUARY 29, 2005, THE HORSE "A TO THE Z" TRAINED BY PAULA 
CAPESTRO WAS POST RACE TESTED (SAMPLE R15234), AFTER FINISHING 2nd IN 
THE 5th RACE AT SANTA ANITA.  THE SAMPLE R15234 WAS TESTED BY U.C. 
DAVIS LABORATORIES AND FOUND TO CONTAIN THE CLASS 3 DRUG 
SUBSTANCE CLENBUTEROL.  THE SPLIT URINE SAMPLE WAS CONFIRMED BY 
INDUSTRIAL LABORATORIES. 

 
Pursuant to Business and Professions Code Section 19420, 19440, and CHRB Rules, the stewards are empowered 
to impose penalties for violation of any provision of the CHRB Rules.  Such penalties may consist of suspension 
of any license, fines, and exclusion from all racing enclosures under the jurisdiction of the Board or by any 
combination of these penalties.
